E are taught in the word of God, the 


fountain of Divine Knowledge, that there 


is but one True, and Living Gop; who is indefeaz- 


ably poſſeſſed of Life and Glory; who is the bleſſed 


and only potentate, the King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords ; who only hath immortality, dwelling in the 
light which no man can approach unto ; whom no 
man hath ſeen or can ſee, 1 Tim. 6. 15, 16.“ Hear, 
O Iſrael, faith the prophet, the Lord our God is 


Oxze Lord.” Deut. 6. 4. Before Me, ſaith Jehovah,

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there was 10 God formed, neither ſhall there be any 
after Me.”

effect. It is true He and His diſciples made uſe of 


it, and with good reaſon, becauſe it Has beſt under- 


Hood of any other, and was ſufficently intelligible to ſerve .

FroM the 3 | paſſages I nave quoted, it may 
be obſerved, that notwithſtanding all that has been 
faid in oppoſition to the Truth, the Word of God 
remains the ſame, and will be found an eternal ſup- 


ply of evidence againſt the idle dreams of error. 


Indeed the paſſages of Holy Writ, wherein the doc- 


trine of the Trinity is taught, are controverted ; and 
I defire to know what part of the Bible is not? 
_ Corrupt men have ever been fretting at a declara- 
tion of the Truth; it oppoſes their fooliſh ima- 
ginations, and ſo difpleaſes them: But has the 


Truth been hurt by it? No; but to the Glory 
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of it, like the ſun it ſhines brighter, through 


being hid by an empty cloud. Take the ſeveral 
Texts which are brought to prove this Truth, in 


their plain, literal, uncorrupted import, and they 


teach it beyond a poſſibility of doubt. But is 


the poſition to be diſbelieved, becauſe objected 


againſt? if ſo, we muſt believe nothing; for, there 
is not a Truth in the bleſſed Goſpel of Jeſus, 


which has not been written againſt and deſpiſed. 
et this encourage its advocates ; there is a day 
at hand, when the Truth ſhall be openly manifeſted, 


to the confuſion of its adverſaries, but to the eternal 


joy of thoſe who have happily experienced its ſaving 
influence. And as this {ruth is let forth, not for our 
Comprehenſion, but Belief, it ſhould nor be rejected be- 
cauſe it cannot be fully conceived ; we ſhould remem- 
ber, that it is the iufinite, incomprehenſible Deity of 


whom we ſpeak, and who cannot by ſearching be 


found out to perfection. That Man would be deemed 


fooliſh as well as blind, who ſhould diſpute the 
exiſtence of Light, becauſe he cannot conceive what 


it is, nor ever enjoyed its benefits. Is not that Man 


mad, as well as blind, who will diſbelieve the Doctrine 
of the Trinity, becauſe his finite and very depraued 
underſtanding cannot comprehend it? I defire to 
aſk ſuch Cavillers whether they have not as great, 


nay, the very ſame reaſon, as to the point of 
Compreliending, to diſbelieve that God is infinite, im- 


menſe, omniſcient, eternal? Let them explain what

I think, if the Objec- 
tion were allowed, it would overturn the ſenſe of the 


words: There are Three,” Three what? Not 
Three ⁊pitneſſes merely; ; but Perſons who bear wit- 


neſs, Father, Word, and Holy Ghoſt. What are 


he Three? Not One witneſs, that is a contradiction 


in terms; but One Being or Eſſence ; a natural con- 


ſequence of which is, they agree in One. I dare 
appeal to every ingenuous mind to judge, whether 
this is not the meaning of the words; Truth's de- 


ſpiſed advocates will readily ſubſcribe to it. So 


muſt its enemies, or relinquiſh all claim to common 


ſenſe, 


IF we add to theſe, the many and repeated 


proofs we have, through the Sacred pages, of the 


Unity of the Godhead, as well as of a Trinity of 


Perſons ; ſhall we not be encouraged to hold faſt the 


Profeſſion of our Faith, and to acknowledge this 
erand Myſtery of God, and of the TRICE and of 
Chriſt? Col. 2. 2. 


WE may indeed ſtand amazed, at the deſpe- 


rate blindneſs and ignorance of the human heart; 
which keeps Men from acknovledging this glorious 
Doctrine, 
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Doctrine, the very root of Chriſtianity, and the 


Corner-Stone of our Redemption : Yet ſhould we re- 


member, that though Men and Devils will ever be 


riſing up againſt it, to deceive the unwary, that 
God's Truth ſhall ſtand, and a way -faring man, 
though a fool ſhall not err. It is indeed branded as 
odious on many accounts, all equally falſe, and 


among the reſt, its enemies ſtill dare, amidſt the 


cannon of a thouſand confutations, tell us, it is a 
contradiction. But this charge is at once falſe and 


groundleſs; and was it in appearance ſuch (as like 


every other thing in God, it is incomprehenſible, 


and far above the limited reach of Human Reaſon) 
it ought not to be rejected on that account; for Rx- 


VELATION, not depraved Human Reaſon, ſhould be 
the rule of our Faith. He who has ever felt the 


corruption of his own heart, will chearfully add,

However, it cannot, as I ſaid, be charged 


das a contradiction for, to conſtitute that, we muſt 


affirm a thing to be, and not to be, in the /ame 


ſenſe of the word: But this is not the preſent caſe. 
We ſay not, that Three PERSONS are One 
PERSON; nor, that Three Gops are One God ; ei- 


ther of which would be a contradiction : But the 
Scripture teaches us, and therefore we believe the 


contrary ; for, on the one hand, that there is but 


One Living and True God, who is over all Bleſſed 
for eyermore, we hold a moſt certain Truth ; and, 
on 
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on the other, that in that Godhead, there is a plu- 
rality, is repeatedly inculcated ; and thereby ren- 
dered not a whit leſs evident. So, that to ſay, 
there are Three in the One Divine Effence ; that 


God is One eſentially, and Three per/onally conſi- 


dered, is ſo far from being contradictory, that the 
poſſibility is almoſt ſelf-evident : Yet it ſhould be 
remembered, that though we diſtinguiſh the Eſſence 
of God from His Perſonality, we believe that 
the Eſſence of God and His Perſonality, are not dif- 
ferent Beings : But a Being, and a certain, peculiar, 
and-unſpeakable manner of that Being, As to real con- 
tradiction, it is no more ſo than to affirm, that in the 
One Soul of Man, there are Three diſtinct faculties ; 


the Underſtanding, the Judgment, and the Will — 
Diſtinction ſhould be made between Perſons and 
Nature; and the ſeeming contradiction falls to the 
ground. Vet after all that can be ſaid concerning 


this Celeſtial Arcanum, we may truly add, Canſt thou 


by ſearching find out God? Canſt thou find out the 


Almighty to perfection? It is as high as Heaven; 


What canſt thou do? Deeper than Hell; What 
canſt thou know? The meaſure thereof is longer 
than the Earth, and broader than the Sea, To 
which Eternal, Infinite, All- Powerful, All-Wiſe, and 


Incomprehenſible Majeſty, be endleſs Praiſe.

CHRIST is FEHOVAH. 


IT AVIN G thus from Scripture, demon- 
ſtrated the Divinity of the glorious Doc- 


trine of a Trinity in Unity, and Unity in Trinity 


I ſhall now proceed to ſhew the true and proper 
Godhead of the Second Perſon in the Trinity, the 


Mord. And in order to this, refer to thoſe 


Paſlages in the Old Teſtament, which ſpeak 


of the Angel of the Lord appearing to the Patri- 
archs, Sc. as Gen. 16. 11, 13. and ch. 18. 1. and 
22. 1 9, 12, 12. Exod. 3. 2, 15, 16.:Joſhua 5.13; 


14, 15. and ch. 6. 2. Zech. z. 1,2, which Angel, 
or Meſſenger, is acknowledged by the Semi-Arians 
of the preſent Day, to have been our Blefſed Savi- 
our; who appeared as a prelude to His future In- 


carnation. Yet ſuch is their worſe than Egyptian 


darkneſs, that hood-winked by prejudice, they will 


not ſee that this Angel, or JN Meſſenger, is 


JE HO VAE, the Great and Mighty God; as appears 
from thoſe very paſſages; to which we' may add, 
the unerring and expreſs Teſtimony of God's Word ; 
Hoſ. 12. 3, 4, 5. ſpeaking of the Patriarch Jacob, 
it is ſaid ; © By his ſtrength he had power with 


_ Gop, yea he had power over the ANGEL ; he wept, 


and made ſupplication unto Him (the Angel) he 
| ; — found

found Him in Bethel, and there He ſpake with us. 
Even the Lord (J EH O VAH) God of Hoſts ; 4 
the Lord (JEHOVAH) is His memorial.” . 


II. Tur Prophet Iſaiah, ch. 6. 5. faith; “ Mine 
eyes have ſeen the King, the Lord (JEHOVAH) 
of Hoſts.” The Evangeliſt John 12. 41. tells us, 
it was Chriſt whom he ſaw.—“ Theſe things ſaid 
Eſaias, when he ſaw His Glory, and ſpake of Him;“ 
therefore Chriſt is JEHOVAH of Hoſts 


III. Jenovan, Hoſ. 1. 7. ſpeaking of his peo- 
ple, ſays I will fave them by JEHOVAH 
their God.” We are ſaved by Jeſus Chriſt; there- 
fore Jeſus Chriſt is Jenovan our Gop. See a 
Comment on this Verſe, Luke 2. 11. And this is not 
merely a way of ſpeaking, as it is pretended: It 
is not the Noun put inſtead of the Pronoun ; 
but refers to, and plainly teaches, a plurality in the 
Adorable Godhead. Neither is this the only place, 
| Where Two Divine Perſons are ſpoken of. Zech. | 
10. 12, © J will ſtrengthen them in the Loxp, and . 
they ſhall walk up and down in His name, faith | 
the Lok PD.“ Ifaiah 10. 12. Wherefore it ſhall | | 
come to ' paſs, that when the Lorp hath per- 
formed His whole work upon Mount Zion, and 
on Jeruſalem, I will puniſh the fruit of the ſtout 
heart of the King of Aſſyria, and the glory of his 
high looks.” Iſaiah 64. 4. For fince the begin-

ming of the world men have not heard, nor per— 
| ceived by the ear, neither hath the eye ſeen, O 
Gop, beſides Thee, what He hath prepared for 

him that walteth for HIM.“ Iſaiah £3.13 here

The Bible is a blefled Teſt indeed for ſound Doc— 
trines,—Theſe are deadly ftabs to 4rianiſm.

Jenovan, that I will raiſe unto David a Righteous 
Branch ;—and this is His Name whereby Hz ſhall be 
Called, JE H OVA H ow RicaTtEousNess.” This 
is a plain and evident proof, that Chriſt in His 
own Perſon is the Eternal Jchovah.

Ir is not conſiſtent with the mode of Divine 
Conduct to give this Name to CHRISH unleſs He is 
Jehovah in His own Perſon; and this muſt be be- 
lieved till it can be proved, that the Names given to 
Immanuel are empty ſounds, and that the moſt Ma- 
jeſtic of all appellations 1 is uſed as a am. Title for the 
Lord of Glory. 


Ir after all, it be ſaid, that neither of theſe is w char 
the Objector means; but that his idea is, that Chriſt, 
in His complex Character, as an humor Per o, in

Scripture Harmony, we muſt have our Eye to the 


Far HE, and thus this is liable to the ſame Ob-

Here again, one Divine Perfon is re- 
preſented ſpeaking of another: So, Iſa. 64. 4. 
Since the beginning of the world Men have not 
heard, nor perceived by the Ear, neither hath the 
Eye ſeen, (Aleim) O GOD, beſides THEE, what 
HE hath prepared for Him that waiteth on HIIM.” 
And Zech. 2. 8, 9. © Thus faith Jenovan of

As to the firſt, it is to be denied that any thing is 
there ſaid, which can give the leaſt colour of reaſon, 
for ſuppoſing any other Perſon than the Almighty God, 
can be called by, this Name; therefore, this Objec- 
tion alſo ſhould be branded, void.

Tavs we ſee, that Teſus, the Mizhty Saviour, 
notwithſtanding the futile Objections that are 
brought againſt Him, and the blaſphemous in- 
dignity done to His Holy Name, is none other 
than the Great and Incomprehenſible TJEHO- 
VAH; the Supreme Governor of Heaven and 
Earth : But it muſt, to the ſhame of the human 
race, be confeſſed, that, by heretical doctrines, 
that very Revelation, graciouſly vouchſafed as a 
rule for our conduct, and as a balm for our ſores, 
is ſo rent and mangled, that its Authority, had 
not God left witneſſes among us, would be over- 
turned, —Thus much may be aid of cheſe heterodox 
poſitions, that if we are guided by the ancient pro- 
phecies, and Jeſus, in whom we believe as the pro- 
miſed Saviour, be not JEHOVAH, our faith in 
Him is vain; and that if Chriſt, whom we adore, is 
the True Melia, and is not JEROVAH, the 
books, by us called the Holy Scriptures, are f 
far from being conſiſtent and harmonious, that 
they abound with contradictions; one part being 
diametrically oppoſite to another, which overturns 
the authority of the whole. But believe Him to be 
JEHOVAH ; hold faſt this article of our faith; 
Harmony reigns, and Divinity ſhines moſt conlpi- 
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E 
euouſly in every page; it is then a ſtandard, worthy 
of a God, and a rich mine of happineſs for man, 
With this Truth the Bible ſtands or falls. Here 
hangs the Chriſtian's hope: Here's the Baſis of 


true Religion ; and the Fountain of Redeeming

SoLoMoN, at the Dedication of the Temple, 
in his Prayer to Jenovan, addreſſes Him in 
theſe words, Then hear Thou in Heaven, 
Thy Dwelling Place, and forgive, and do, and 
give to every Man, according to his ways;

ANSWER. 
Ir ſhould be remembered, that Immanuel! 1s 
acting in the aſſumed character of the Father's 


Servant, and if we were to attend to many of 
His declarations, reſpecting Himſelf, and work, 


retaining this Scriptural idea, we ſhould be less 
harraſſed and perplexed in reading the Word 


of God, than Chriſtians frequently are. — I con- 


ceive, Chriſt did not mean, that, as a Divine 


Perſon, He actually was ignorant of this Day, 


(for this would contradict other declarations con- 
PM Him: John 21. 17. Heb. 4. 13. &c. 

. &c.) but, that He did not #079 k to 
6-8 it; this may be called, a ſtale ſalvo, but 


it contains ſound Divinity; which will appear 


plainly, if we remember, that He came to do the 
3 Father's 
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Father's Will; that as He heard He Pale, 
ec. In this view, though He had an undoubt- 
ed Knowledge of it, yet, becauſe the particular 
_ circumſtances of things, rendered ir improper 
to declare it, He fays, He knew it not, It was 
no part of Chriſt's Office, to declare when the 
Day of Judgment was; He never heard it: 
It was not one of the things given into His 
Hands, as Mediator; The Father never com- 
miſhoned Him to reveal this to the ſons of 
men. In like manner, it is fail of Him, that 
He could do no Great Works among His 
countrymen, becauſe of their unbelief; not that 
He had no Power to act there, as well as elſe- 
where; but it is ſaid, He could not, becauſe 
the particular circumſtances of things would not 
admit of it. Indeed, if this be allowed as an ar- 
gument againſt His Omniſcience, it may, with 
equal Truth, be afferted, that JEHOVAH is 
not Omniſcient : He Himſelf, ſpeaking of His 
rebellious church: Hol. 8. 4. ſays, They have 
ſet up Kings, but not by Me; they have made 
Princes, and I Knew iT vor.“ By which it 
muſt be underſtood, that He knew it not to 
approve of it, as of Chriſt that He knew not 
the Day of Judgment to reveal it. 
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OMNIPOTENCE.

Of the PERSONALITY of ne SON a 
HOLY GHOST, 


PHE word Perxson, when applied to God, is 
1 not uſed in the fame ſenſe as when applied 
to Men, and is uſed only for want of a better. 
We muſt not meaſure the Nature, or Subſiſtence 
of God, which we have neither ſeen nor can 
know, by that which we perceive and know 
among ourſelves, and ſo conſider the Perſonality 
of God, under the ſame idea with Perſonality 
among Men; for, as High as the Heavens 
are above the Earth, fo High, yea, | infinitely 
Higher, is the Nature and Subfiftence of God, 
than that of any thing we know or can com- 
Prehend. We have, indeed, no proper and ade- 
quate idea of a diſtinct Perſon, but as a di. 
T flint 
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ſtink Subſtance ; but this is not the caſe here, 
nor is this our meaning, when we ſpeak of 
the Perſonality of the Deity; for we believe, 


and maintain, that the Nature of God is One; 


common to Father, Soti, and Spirit, ſo that a 
Perſon in God, is not a diſtinct Perſon with a 


diſtinct Nature; for this, as it relates to each, 
and to all, is the ſame: There is, in the 
Bleſſed Godhead, another Perſon, and another 
Perſon, not another Perſon and another Nature. 
This is what we call a Theological Perſon :

Thus it appears, that there is ſcarcely any 


thing that is proper to be attributed to a 


Perſon, or of which a Perſon is capable; 


but it is aſcribed to the HoLY Gurosr. 


' On adverſaries attacks, from I Coriz, 11. 


will have little force, while thoſe before- mentioned, 
retain their efficacy. That the words do not teach 


what ſome ignorantly ſuppoſe, is believed, for the 


following reaſons. Firſt, The words do not 


poſitively declare, that there is a Likeneſs, 


or Parallel, but ſeem to imply the contrary ; 


for the difference in the expreſſion is very ob- 


fervable : Of the ſpirit of Man, it is. ſaid, 


„ The ſpirit of a man, which is in him; but 
of the Spirit of God, it is not ſo faid; and 


the reaſon, I think, is obvious: For, by the 


ſpirit of a man, is to be underſtood that 
active principle, which moves and influences the 


man, and is a ſomething, eſſential to his afing, 
knowing, &c. and is therefore ſaid to dwell 2 
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him; but che Spirit of God, is not this, 
therefore is, not ſaid to dwell in God. Secondly: 


Man has a Material, Ignorant, motionleſs Body, 
and ſo needs a ſpirit of a more noble and 


active Nature, to move, influence, &c. God 


has no ſuch material, ignorant, motionleſs Body, 


but is a SPIRIT, altogether Spirit: John 14. 24. 
conſequently needs no other more noble Nature, to 
actuate Him, &c. therefore the Holy Spirit is not 
the ſame to God, as the ſpirit of Man to Man. 
Thirdly. If this rule were allowed, it might 
be proved, that the Son is the ſame to God 


the Father, as the Spirit is fancied to be. — 


<« Neither knoweth any man the Father, ſave 
the Son.“ Fourthly. This fancy is contrary to 
thoſe declarations before- mentioned, where He 
is poſitively diſtinguiſned from the Father; 
a man's conſcience may witneſs, a man's ſpirit 
may pray, &c. but it can never be ſaid, That 


a man and his ſpirit, did a thing; as, Ifa, 


48. 16,—Nor can a man and his ſpirit, with 
the leaſt propriety, be diſtinguiſhed, as Matt. 28; 


29. 2 Cor. 15. 14. and 1 John 5. 7. As, for 
the man and his fpirit to bear witneſs, or to 
ſupplicate a man and his ſpirit—or to. act in 
the name of a man and his ſpirit. I therefore 


conclude, that tho* the paſſage ſeems to intimate a 
ſimilitude, yet it ought to be carried no further 


than the words expreſs, which is, that as the

Let thoſe who 
read and believe their Bibles, judge. . 
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T is not ſufficient that we endeavour to 
prove theſe Sacred Truths, merely becauſe 
they are ſo in themſelves: Many have written 
and ſpoken upon Eternal Verities,—and Why? 
They have, perhaps, eſpouſed a ſet of doctrines, 
and teach them, in order to ſupport their fa- 
vourite ſentiments. But there is a far more 
laudable motive in writing on ſo Sublime a 
Doctrine. It is, that the Soul, that Nobleſt 
T of Mis may thercin behold the the My- 
ſtery 
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ſtery of Godlineſs, and ſee theſe Celeſtial Truths 
in their Beauty and Glory. The Devils be- 
lieve, yet cannot ſee God as their Reconciled 
Father in Chriſt: They T REMBLE, Jam. 2. 19. 
Reader, art thou acquainted with the GLORY 
of IMMANUEL ? You have indeed diſhonoured 
God's Holy Law by repeated Tranſgreſſions; 
But how mean you to repay the Mighty 
Debt? Conſider this, leſt He tear you 1 in pieces, 
and there be ae to deliver,

"Mane are there Who” call Chriſt Lon p, 
that lack the Spirit: Vet no man can truly 
do fo, but by the HoLy Gnosr. This may, 
to ſome, ſeem ſtrange, but it is no more 
ſtrange than true. It is one thing to believe 
that there are Three Perſons in the Unity of c 
the Godhead, and another to ſee each Perfon 
engaged for your Salvation, It is one thing to 
acknowledge God and Man in One Chriſt, and 
another to know Him ſo for your Redemption, 
It is one thing to hear of God by the hearing 
of the Ear, and another to know Him in the 
experience of the Heart, Now, in order that we 
may have an idea of theſe things, let us at- 
tend to the Doctrine of the Bible : We there 
have a relation of Man's Origin, that he was 
created by the Mighty God, after His own 


Image, in Righteouſneſs and true Holinefs ;

That he enjoyed real Happineſs, had commu: 
nion with God, dwelt under the Shadow of 
His Wings, rejoiced beneath the Banner of His 
Love, and had the King of Glory for his 
Portion. We hear, however, that theſe Gold- 
en Hours fled as the morning cloud, and va- 
niſhed as the early Jew. Soon the Sunſhine 
of Divine Complacency, was darkened by the 
Cloud of His Wrath.

Is this iruly miſerable canditiat, the Bleſſed

Tunis was a gracious manifeflation of God's 
Everlaſting Love. The Ever-Bleſſed Trinity, in 


the Boundleſs Ocean of His Wiſdom and 
Mercy, had from the Ages of Eternity, made 


proviſion for Man's Salvation: God foreſaw his 


Fall; His Wiſdom permitted it, His Love 
procured a Remedy againſt it. Wiſdom then 


ſtept 
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ſtept forth, commiſſioned by Grace to find a 
Way, by which Juſtice might be ſatisfied, the 
Eternal Obligations of the Law preſerved, and

+ We have not many poſitive declarations of the man- 
ner of this Covenant; that it was, is undeniably evident, 
but how, is not ſo clear: However, was there nothing ſaid 
in poſitive terms about it, the mode might be demonſtrated 
as well from the effects, as from any declarations whatever. 
Scripture, indeed, ſeems in many places to ſpeak as if it was 
only between the Father and the Son; and the reaſon, 
I think, is obvious: For in the Work of Redemption, the 
Son ſuſtained the moſt conſpicuous Character, and was to be 
ſet forth as the more immediate Object of our Faith, Confi- 
_ dence, Hope, &c. But as it is never abſolutely confined to 5 
thoſe Two, I truſt what is ſaid, ſufficiently proves that the 
Covenanters were the Sacred Three.

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Teſs, it is rather daring Preſumption, than 
Chriſtian Humility, to Queſtion, How can theſe 
Things be? if God has taught us they are. It 
is certain, let the diſtinction in God's Mind be 
what it may, that there never was any oppoſition 
in it; never a diverſity of Willings, ſo as to 
produce contrariety : But perfect, invariable Har- 
mony has ever reigned in the God of Heaven, 
I hope, however, it will not be denied that it 
may be deduced from the Scriptures, that the 
Will of God, as it relates to One Perſon, is 
ſomeway diſtinguiſhed from it, as it relates to 
the others. Let the following inſtances (among 
a multitude) ſuffice. Of the Holy Ghoſt it is 
faid, He ſhall not ſpeak of Himſelf, but what- 
ſoever He ſhall hear, that ſhall He ſpeak.” So, 
John 14. 26. The Holy Ghoſt, whom the 
Father will ſend:” Every one that ſends, is a 
rational Agent; ſo is every one that is ſent, to 
convince, teach, guide, &c. He that ſends, muſt 
firſt Will it; fo every one that is ſent, muſt 
either Will or nill it: If the Father wills the 
ſending, and the SPIRIT wills the being ſent ; 
a diſtinction is undeniable. On the other hand, 
Jeſus ſays, „ came not to do My own Will, 
but the Will of Him that ſent Me:“ As My 
Father hath taught Me, I ſpeak theſe Things— 
My Doctrine is not Mine, but His that ſent 
Me. This is altogether unintelligible without 
ſuch 
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ſuch a Diſtinction. Again, the Distinction is 


manifeſt, 1 John 5. 7. Each of the Perſons are 


laid to bear Witneſs. If they could diſtinctly 


b:ar Witneſs, they could alſo Covenant: That 
rational Agent who is capable of the one, is 
of the other: I conceive, therefore, that if there 
is ſuch a diſtinction in the Eternal Mind, as 


the Scripture thus plainly intimates, there can 
be no difficulty in conceiving that the Sacred 
Three did covenant to Redeem Mankind. 


Ir is evident then, that the Eternal God, 


Father, Son, and Spirit, were the Parties in 


this Decree of Grace: And how tranſcendently 
Gracious does the God of Heaven appear in 
this comfortable and Life-giving Character; that 


| God ſhould not only have Thoughts of Peace 


towards his Rebellious Creatures, and provide a 


Means for their Reſtoration, who had fought 


againſt His Dignity ; but actually become en- 


gaged for their Redemption.

I Taz union of the two natures Human and 
Divine, in the Perſon of the Redeemer, is the 
Foundation of the Chriſtian's hope; let this be 
| fapped, his hope fails: Let this ſtand, it is im- 
moveable. A fallen world might as well truſt 
to their own works; or the works of their 
neighbour, as to the Atonement and Righteouſ- 
neſs of Cliriſt "Jeſus, unleſs he is Very and Eter- 
nal God. But to the praiſe of Rich Grace the 

price of our Redemption is the Blood of God. 
Acts 20. Our boaſt is that the Righteous 
Brancy is Jenovan OUR RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS, and in Him we look to be juſtified ; 
for He is our Peace. IMMANUEL alone 
could and did offer ſuch a Sacrifice as Juſtice 
required, and render ſuch Obedience as the Law 
demanded, He ſuſtained the tremendous weight 
of Infinite Wrath; Wrath which a mere creature 
could not ſurvive, nor all the Hoſts of Heaven 
ever appeaſe: But, becauſe the Man Jeſus 


was one with Jehovah, He paid a ſufficient 


Price, and ſurmounted the whole in the Power 
of the Eternal Godhead ; the ſufferings of the 
finite creature were ſanctified by Jtexovan's 
Infinite Perfections, and reeeiving the immediate 
impulſe, power and will to act and ſuffer from 
Him, they were infinitely meritorious; for the 
Union of the two natures Human and Divine, 
in the one perſon of Chriſt was fo Perfect, and 
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the Communion ſo intimate, that the eye of 
unſpotted Juſtice, guided by unerring Wif- 
dom, efteemed every action which was done 
Divine; and thus, Jenovan having loved us, 
gave Himſelf for us, that by His own Sacrifice 
and Obedience, He might preſent us to Himſelf 

a Glorious Church, not having ſpot or wrinkle 
or any ſuch thing, but that we ſhould be holy 
and without blame.

Taz following moſt excellent Words of the 
Reverend and Learned Mr. John Downe, on 
this ſubject, as they moſt pertinently and clear- 
if diſcuſs this point, deſerve particular attention. 
It is, fays he, a fundamental Article of the 
„ Chriſtian Faith, that in Chrift there are two 
diſtinct natures, His Divinity and His Huma- 
e nity; and that both theſe concur to the con- 
« ſtitution of one Perſon, Gop-Man : Whence 
it followeth, that the Agent or Principle which 
<« acteth all the workes of Mediation, is but cue, 
« by. reaſon of the wnitie of the Perſon, even 
«CHRIST, GOD-MAN; according 
eto that protrite maxime, Actiones ſunt ſuppo- 
« ſitorum, all actions iſſue and proceed from the 
* Subject or Perſon. Howbeit, ſeeing the Per- 
* ſon alwaies worketh by His Natures, and they 
« as we have ſaid, in Chriſt are Two; it fol- 
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 loweth by reaſon of this dualitie, that there 
are two diſtin Principles by which Chriſt 


worketh or mediateth, according to that 


other Rule in Nature, Natura eſt Principium 
© motus et quietis : Nature is the Principle both 
f reft and motion. This for further illuſtration 


may be exemplified in humane actions. For 


as it is Man, or the Perſon of Man, conſiſt- 
ing of Soul and Body, that underſtandeth, 


reaſoneth, moveth, ſpeaketh ; yet it is the 


Soul. by which he under ſtandei and reaſoneth, 
the Bopy by which he moveth and fpeaketh ;

amazed at the bare idea of a Reconciliation. hs” 


Man's offence was infinite, in that it was againſt 
an infinitely Holy Law, the tranſcript of God's 
InpixItE PzrFECTIONS ; from whence it follows, 


that before God could extend Mercy conſiſtently,

but an Infinite Being could effect; and as none 
is poſſeſſed of Infinity but God, it could not 
be done by any but God. Theſe things» 

rightly conſidered, would, with the Divine 

Bleſſing, cut the Sinner off from all creature 
dependance, and ſhew him 'the juſtice of tha, 
threat, © Curſed is he that truſteth in Man, 
or maketh Fleſh his Arm :” With an eye to 
this, Men would be driven to ſeek Salvation 
in the Way provided by the Covenant of 
Grace, which is the Blood of Chriſt: This 
only can diſcharge the Sinner: This only can : 
redeem him from Everlaſting Death. 


Ir will ever be found, whatever may be 
alledged to the contrry, that Divine Juſtice 
would never have diſcharged the Sinner, had 
not his Surety paid i and pefſect Satisſaction: 

For while Juſtice remalned unſatisfied, it was 
| impoſſible that God ſhould ſnap the ſhackles 

from the Culprit's feet, without breaking that 
harmony which ever reigned in God; and 
making Him (which it is impoſſible He ſhould 
become) a Gop Ux JUST. 3 


No as none but an infinite Being, could 
do the Mighty Work; how abſurd is that 
notion which ſuppoſes, that becauſe man's of- 
fence was Infaite, in that it was againſt an 

| Infinite 
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Infinite Obje& ; that therefore merely Human 
Obedience paid to the ſame Infinite Object, 
muſt be of Infinite Value! I ſay, how plainly 
ridiculous is this! It ſhould be confidered, that 
Adam owed to God the heighth of his obedi- 
ence, as doth every Creature. All, of whatſo- 
ever rank or order, are bound to love and 
ſerve God with all their might. Heb. Jed it is 
uſed for the ſuperlative degree; it ſignifies, li- 
terally, to love Him, ſuperlatively, exceedingly, 3 
always, vehemently, with all the powers and 
faculties of Soul and Body: Deut. 6. 5. there- 
fore the obedience of any Being cannot merit 
with God; it, at moſt, keeps him in the eſtate 
created, except God of mere Grace promiſe a re- 
ward. But if a creature break the Divine 
Command, negle& his Duty, and Sin againſt 
his Maker; Doth he not in this lift up his 
"hand againſt the Holineſs and Authority of 
the Infinite God? and Doth not his Sin, there- 
fore become Infinite? Is there not in this an 
Infinite demerit? It is madneſs to deny it: 
Suppoſe, for inſtance, a Man was to inſult and 
cruelly uſe his neighbour, his equal; Would 
not this be deemed a great offence ? Suppoſe, 
again, a vaſſal ſhould deal thus with his lord, 
Would not the offence be heightened ? Suppoſe, 
alſo, a ſubject ſhould lift his hand againſt his 
8 ſovereign, Would not the offence be magnified ?

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Reaſon tells us, that as the object riſes, ſo 
doth the offence: Conſequently, an act done 
againſt an Infinite Being, is Infinite in its de- 
merit. But can it, becauſe of this, be ſaid, 
that the obedience of any one, rendered to the 
ſame object, is alſo Infinite? Is there not a dif- 
ference between the Effect of obedience and 
diſobedience? Is there an equal merit in the 
one, as of demerit in the other? The very 
higheſt created Being can claim nothing for 
his obedience at the hand of God: He hath 
nothing but what he firſt received: He can 
perform no obedience but what it is his in- 
diſpenſible duty to do. Who among us, or 
among the armies of Heaven, hath firſt given 
to the Lord, and it ſhall be recompenſcd to 
him again? Say not, becauſe ſuch a Being is 
next unto, or is in union with God, that there · 
fore he hath merit; he has leſs than any: For 
according to the heighth of his Glory, his obli- 
gations are advanced to Him that gave it; 
and when be hath done all, he is an unprofitable 
ſervant, If we be righteous, what give we ta 
God, or what receiveth He at our hand? Our

the crime is Hfinite. Had it been poſſible,

This T ſay, muſt have been the caſe, by no 
means to be excepted : Eternal Miſery can 
only compenſate for Iniquity, backed wich In- 
finite Aggravations : But when the ſuffering 
Party carries with Him a Dignity equal to 
the Infinite Demand; which is more prepon- 
derous to Releaſe, than the other to Condemn : 
Such a Sacrifice is more than adequate to 
Eiernal Puniſhment. And this was the Grand 
Prerogative of IMMANUE L only, the

In is evident then, that in order to 
Man' s Salvation, an Hifnite Merit ſhould be 
found; and that this might be obtained, the _ 
ever Bleſſed Jesvs gave Himſelf as the only:

ANSWER 


Theſe are naked propoſitions, and as ſuch 
deſerve no anſwer; but let it be obſerved, that 
to ſay it is a manifeſt abſurdity that God ſhould 
mediate to Himſelf, is not only abſurd, but falſe.
